Two small mine trucks bearing 
the bodies of two Coleman min¬ 
ers reached the surface of the 
McGillivray coal mine Thursday 
—within 33 hours from the time 
the men were crushed by a rock 
slide 1,000 feet below the ground 
level. 

The dead men are Johnny 
Powlyk, 34, a veteran of the Sec¬ 
ond Great War and father of two 
small children, and William 
Kaklin, 27, a Polish immigrant 
and father of one. 

Powlyk’s body was brought to 
a waiting hearse which had been 
brought from Blalrmore. Few 
saw the delivery, as most of the 
other miners were busy search¬ 
ing underground for Kaklin. 

It was five hours later under 
some of the heavy rock which 
had “bumped”' from the ceiling 
of one of the mine rooms, where 
Powlyk and Kaklin were working 
Wednesday. 

When the accident first oc¬ 
curred, some hope was held for 
the safety of the pair. It was be¬ 
lieved they might have made 
their way into part of the room 
untouched by the slide. Special 
shifts working under Henry Mil¬ 
ler, general superintendent of 
mine and other officials, worked 
tirelessly in an attempt to lo¬ 
cate the men. 

Two mine inspectors, J. B. 
Brown of-Lethbridge and Philip 
Melson of Bellevue also assisted. 

First indication of the acci¬ 
dent came about the lunch hour. 
Powlyk and Kaklin had been 
having lunch with two other 
miners near the scene of their 
work. Powlyk and Kaklin decided 


to return to work and left their 
fellow miners. Within a few min¬ 
utes the fe,llow miners heard a 
bump and realized something 
had happened a short distance 
away. They rushed to the scene 
and found the rock fall, and then 
reported to their fire boss, who, 
in turn, reported to higher auth¬ 
orities. 

All miners on shift at the time

of the bump went to the sur¬ 
face on instructions from their 
superiors, and then rescue op¬ 
erations were started immediate¬ 
ly. One of the "first things the 
rescue crews Bid, according to 
officials, was to sound for the 
,two men by tapping on the rocks 
in the vicinity of the slide. They 
received no response and the res¬ 
cue operations, started in ear¬ 
nest. 

• Frank J. Harquail, managing 
director of the mine, told The 
Herald that rescue workers had 
to exercise care in their work to 
find the bodies. He said there al¬ 
ways is a danger of a second 
slide as such debris is cleared 

It was too dangerous tq dig im¬ 
mediately into the debris, and 
therefore a tunnel was dug par¬ 
allel to the debris. This carried 
the rescue operators to the end 
of the room in which the men 
were believed to have been trap¬ 
ped. This operation was complet¬ 
ed about 3 p.m. Thursday, and 
hope then waned for the missing 

Powlick was born Nov. 10, 1919 
in Edmonton, and came to Cole¬ 
man as a young boy. He attend¬ 
ed public and high school here

Coleman— An inquest under 
the direction of Coroner Doctor 
E. J. Liesemer of Coleman in¬ 
vestigating the death of two 
Coleman miners who perished 
in a rock and coal cave in at the 
McGillivray mine of the Cole¬ 
man Collieries was held here Fri¬ 
day night and returned the fol¬ 
lowing verdict— ‘*We- the jury 
find that William Kaklin and 
John Powlick met their death 
through skull fractures and 
chest injuries, either of which 
could have caused their death. 
The accident occured at about 
11:30 a.m. on the 6th day of May 
1953 at No. 16 pillar 101 north 
east entry at the McGillivray 
mine at Coleman, Alberta. We 
find that William Kaklin and 
John Powlick were crushed un¬ 
der a heavy rockfall, with no 
blame attached to anyone. How- 
ver, it is the recommendation of 
this Jury, that if there is a dang¬ 
er of further accidents occuring 
in this section through “Bumps" 
or caves, that the section be clos¬ 
ed to all working.” 

Evidence was given by Doc¬ 
tor Emil Aiello of Coleman who 
stated William Kaklin had ex¬ 
tensive skull injuries, a smashed 
chest and broken femur and that 
the cause of death was from a 
fractured skull and chest Injuries 
that had caused extensive bleed¬ 
ing. Continuing he stated that 
John Powlick had sustained a 
fractured skull, crushed right 
chest, crushed right shoulder and 
fractured right hip arid that the 
cause of death was a fractured 
skull.

McGillivray mine who furnished 
a blueprint and diagram of the 
accident area and explained in 
detail the section of the mine.

Mr. Panek stated the place of 
work had been in good condition 
and that he had made an in¬ 
spection of the area about 15 
minuses before the accident 
wrifim occured at approximately 
11:30 a.m. He stated having 
heard what he thought was a 
mild bump at the time of the 
accident. He also mentioned hav¬ 
ing heard a bump the day before. 
Joe Bartaletti, a miner working 
in the skip below the deceased 
miners stated that the place of 
work was in good condition and 
that there had been no indica¬ 
tion of danger. He further stat¬ 
ed that he and his partner had 
asked Powlick and Kaklin to go 
together to eat lunch but that 
the pair had stated they wanted 
to put up one more timber then 
they would come down. He said 
they began carrying the timber 
up the pillar and were about 
thirty five feet from him and 
with no warning it came down. 
He reported having heard what 
he thought sounded like a bump. 
He immediately sent his partner 
down to look for help and he 
went to the scene of the cave and 
hollered to see if the men had 
been caught in the fall of rock 
but he received no reply to his 
calls. 

Edgar Allen, pit boss in the 
mine next gave evidence stating 
that the area was well timbered 
and had been in good condition 
the day before when the mines 
inspector Melson had inspected 
the premises. He further stated 
that since the accident three 
months ago which had claimed 
the lives of three miners in this 
district, the coal company had 
taken measures to use heavy 
timbering in this area to act as 
an extra protection for the min¬ 
ers. 

Thomas Cochrane, a mining 
engineer of the Department of 
Mines and* Technical surveys 
who are studying bumps and 
conversions in the Pass mines 
stated that he had been in the 
pillar one half to three quarters 
of an hour before the mishap 
and that the roof of the pillar 
was really quite good and that 
there was not many fractures 
in trie roof. 

Philip Melson, mines inspector 
then gave evidence stating that 
he had heard a bump the day 
before and when returning to 
investigate the bump found a 
miner Ted Antkowlat had suffer¬ 
ed a broken kneecap when he 
was partially buried in a small 
fall of coal. On May 6th Mr. Mel¬ 
son reported that he and Mr. 
Allen had went back to room 
16 and that the place was In 
good condition. He also stated 
that on both occasions there had 
been nb presence of “gas”. 

After a period of 35 minutes 
deliberation the jury comprising 
Foreman Adam Wilson, Grazio 
Cell!, Norman Ash, Paul Failler. 
Cecil Coover and John Gray re- . 
turned their verdict.

$80,000. is being set aside for the 
acquisition of sites and prepara¬ 
tion of plans for five public 
buildings, two of which are in 
my constituency, Coleman being 
one of them.

RETIREMENT FUND PAYMENT BOOSTED 

Miners Denied Increase 

Coal miners learned the latest information regarding 
wage negotiations when the following report from the 
arbitration board was released in the Calgary Albertan on 
Friday morning. The matter has been hanging on for some 
time and has been one of the main topics of discussion 
for the past few months. The Journal has refrained from 
mentioning negotiations prior to this on the basis that no 
definite statement was appearing as the result of the ar¬ 
bitration board’s findings. Now that it has been released 
we reprint it for your information.

Minority re¬ 
port by George H. Steer, Q.C 
Edmonton, representing the 
companies, opposed any change

Chairman of the board was 
George J. Bryan, QC., of Edmon¬ 
ton. 

2 GROUPS MEET 

The operators met Thursday to 
discuss the report and announc¬ 
ed that their meetings were con¬ 
tinuing. Robert Livett, president 
of District 18, said a policy meet¬ 
ing would be called soon to con¬ 
sider What action should be ta¬ 
ken. 

Either party can accept or re¬ 
ject the. award. 

If one turns it down, further 
negotiations arai likely and if 
they fail a strike or lock-out 
would follow. Before a strike can 
be called a government supervis¬ 
ed vote would have to be held 
with no strike to take place un¬ 
til 14 days after the vote The 
decision to strike must be by a 
majority of those entitled to 
vote. 

The decision affects 8,000 min¬ 
ers in Alberta and southeast Bri¬ 
tish Columbia. They have been 
operating since mid-February 
without a contract when nego¬ 
tiation and conciliation failed. 
The arbitration board began sit¬ 
ting April 9. 

The union has asked for $2 a 
day in wage increases, an in¬ 
crease from 15 cents to 30 cents 
per ton of mined coal for the 
welfare fund, in addition to 
about 35 other minor requests, 
some concerning shift differen¬ 
tials and holidays. 

Coal operators had asked for 
an across-the-board wage reduc¬ 
tion of 45 cents a day plus 50 
cents a day reduction for all un¬ 
skilled surface workers making 
the total reduction forthis cat¬ 
egory 95 cents a day. The com¬ 
panies had also asked for an ex¬ 
tension of the work week to six 
days during the winter season, 
a new holidays with pay agree¬ 
ment and about five other gen¬ 
eral changes. 

not proper basis 

In its decision on the Welfare 
and Retirement Fund the .board, 
with Mr. Steer dissenting, found 
that the fund had not been set 
up on a proper actuarial basis 
and while the company and the 
miners had from time to time, 
agreed on increased benefits and 
higher per ton payrftents, no def¬ 
inite long-range plan had ever 
been worked out. 

The board felt a complete in¬ 
vestigation should be made by a 
competent actuary and the fund 
placed on a sound basis.

increased to 20 cents a ton, with 
the understanding that there 
will be no further increases in 
benefits until such time as a pre¬ 


clusion with points for and 
against without any definite de¬ 
cision reached. Admission follow¬ 
ed with the decision to set the 
price at $1.50, 75c and 50c. Some 
consideration was given to can¬ 
vassing the town and selling sea¬ 
son tickets for the rodeo and tal¬ 
ent show on the payroll deduc¬ 
tion plan, also the selling of tic¬ 
kets during and prior to the par¬ 
ade.

Iti connection with Forest Con- 
servation Weel: a poster compe¬ 
tition was again held, open to 
all school pupils in the Western 
Provinces, with provincial prizes, 
and a grand prize lor the best, 
poster submitted. 

This contest closed on March 1st, 
with a total of 816 posters submitted 
from the three Provinces: Alberta, 
244; Manitoba, 185; Saskatchewan, 
387. Returns were received from all 
over the West, from both City and 
Rural schools, with many entries 
coming from small forest and farm 
communities, and apparently nearly 
15,000 students worked on the prepa¬ 
ration of posters. 

As the main objective of the con¬ 
test was to interest the young people 
in conservation, and increase their 
knowledge of the importance of our 
fore'st resources, this undertaking 
met with considerable success. 
Though the number of the entries 
was less than in 1952, the schools 
represented indicated a more com¬ 
plete coverage of the West than was 
the case in the previous contest. 

Each year "conservation classes” 
are held by Association conservation 
officers in hundreds of Western 
schools, attended annually by over 
150,000 school pupils. This contest 
serves to increase the effectiveness 
of the Association's work amongst 
the young people. A large number 
of effective and interesting posters 
were received, and some of this ma¬ 
terial will be used in our publicity 
campaigns in conservation. 

The Alberta entries were judged ! 
under the direction of Mr. E. S. 
Huestis, Director of Forestry for Al- j 
berta. In Saskatchewan, Mr. E. J. J 
Marshall, Director of Forests for 
Saskatchewan, appointed a panel of 
judges. Manitoba posters were judg¬ 
ed by a panel of judges with Mr. J. 
G. Somers, Provincial Forester of 
Manitoba, as Chairman. The grand 
prize winner was selected by the 
Manitoba judges.

April 29, 1903, when much of the 
then booming Crow’s Nest Pass coal 
town was buried to a depth of 100 
feet in as many seconds. 

The Frank Slide is one of the major 
disasters in Canadian history. The 
number of dead has perhaps never 
been positively established; there was 
i.no means of counting the toll of life. 
It varies from 66 to 100, perhaps 
more. The property loss was great 
from the blow and Frank never re¬ 
covered. In 1903, with its mines 
working full shift and few layoffs, 
it visioned a “Place in < the Sun”, 
as did a lot of western towns in the 
roaring days at the turn of the cen¬ 
tury. But with the Slide these hopes 
were grimly wiped out. 

Frank today is a quiet little vil¬ 
lage with most of the homes cluster¬ 
ed along the rambling Main Street, 
beyond the reach of further trouble 
from frowning Turtle Mountain. 
There are those who say Old Turtle 
wilf again strike, but you rarely hear 
this talk in Frank. 

It happened at 4:10 in the morn¬ 
ing 50 years ago April 29. The giant 
overhanging front of Turtle Moun¬ 
tain suddenly gave way, hurling a

EASY WORK HELPS 

Weeds seem to thrive in any weather. Many people get discouraged 
early, especially when they see these pests literally crowding out 
their flowers and vegetables. One should take hope from the fact 
that one thorough weeding will bring the suituation well under con¬ 
trol. But this means pulling the weeds out by the roots or cutting 
them off below the soil’s surface with a cultivator or hoe. This first 
and thorough job is carried out after the newly seeded flowers and 
vegetables are nicely up, say with their second or third set of leaves 
well started. Once that first clean-up has been carried out, a little 
routine cultivation will take care of the garden for the rest of the 
season. 

GARDEN PATHS 

No matter how small the garden there will be the problem of paths. 
Instead of being an eyesore, these cap be made into an attractive 
feature of the lawn or flower plo.ts or even the vegetable patch. 
Where traflic is usually concentrated such as near the door or a gate, 
it is advisable to use some solid material like flagstones, concrete 
slabs, bricks, cinder or gravel. With any ,of these the main thing 
is to place firmly and level with or just slightly above the surround¬ 
ing grass, so that the lawn mower will,trim or even run right over 
easily. Where the traffic is lighter, one can simply use grass for 
the strip of well grown, well fed and tough grass. It is surprising 
the amount of wear this will give. In lots of public gardens grass 
paths are used to divide the flower plots and they are seldom worn 
thin. Where cinder or gravel is used in paths or driveways one can 
eliminate grass and weeds by sprinkling heavily with rock salt or 
treating with some of the weed sprays. 

HINTS 

Experienced gardeners have all sorts of little tricks that will add to 
the interest and satisfaction of gardening. One of the oldest is to 
soak seed before planting. This applies especially to vegetable seeds 
like peas, beans, beets and lettuce. By soaking for a very few hours 
just before planting, germination is hastened and several days are 
saved. With carrots and beets it will help to prepare the rows with 
special care, digging out the poor or hard soil to a depth of six 
inches i or a foot, and filling with rich soil with plenty of humus and 
manure. In such the seeds will germinate quickly and tfie young 
vegetables grow without being crowded. Because this special soil is 
very open there will be less need ,for thinning and the roots will 
grow straight. With melons, cucumbers and squash we usually sow 
in specially rich hills with some old rotten manure if we can find 
it. With all bedding plants, it is a good plan to pinch back after 
transplanting, and especially to remove any flowers or buds. This 
pinching encourages stouter and healthier growth and in the end 
we get much hardier and bigger blooms. 

TRANSPLANTING 

If there is any secret about successful transplanting, the answer is 
plenty of moisture. Under normal conditions it is quite possible tc 
water too often, if not too much, and a hose in the hands of the 
careless is not always an unmixed blessing. But in transplanting 
some extra watering is almost vital. In this business it is important 
to take as much soil with the plant or shrub as possible so that the 
fine roots are not broken or disturbed. Then the roots must be cov-
